Tesco is urged to make 
quick start on building 


DEVELOPERS have been urged to 
start work on the multi-million pound 
transformation of Stourbridge’s Crown 
Centre as soon as possible after plans 
were approved. The scheme was wel¬ 
comed by councillors. 

Members of Dudley development 
control committee gave their go-ahead 
last night. 

But temporary committee member, 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, said: “I’m 
concerned that if Bell Street car park is 
demolished straight away, with work 
not starting on the Tesco development 
for a while, there could be a shortage of 
car parking spaces in the town. 

“It would be good to get more assur¬ 
ances from Tesco on how long it will 


take for the development to be com¬ 
pleted.” 

Cabinet member for transport, 
Councillor Angus Adams, said previ¬ 
ously that motorists would be directed 
to other town centre car parks. 

He said a count of spaces had 
revealed there were “enough” not to 
have to provide an alternative. 

Committee member Geoffrey 
Southall, who voted in support of the 
plans, said that the contemporary- 
style of the buildings would not be in 
keeping with the historic market town. 

But chairman of the development 
control committee, Councillor Tim 
Wright, said: “We have to move with 
the times.”

CROWNING GLORY 
FOR TOWN CENTRE 


T HE ailing 
Crown Cen¬ 
tre in Stour¬ 
bridge is to get a 
£50million facelift 
after plans were 
given the go- 
ahead. 

Bosses said building 
work could start 
“early next year” on 
the plans to create a 
60,000sq ft Tesco 
superstore with other 
shops and office space. 

The existing Crown 
Centre and Bell Street 
multi-storey car park will 
be demolished in the move. 

Around 400 new full and part 
time jobs will be created by the 
development as the plans were 
unanimously approved on 
Monday night. 

It is estimated the development 
would pave the way for local 
traders to ring up an estimated 
extra £200,000 a week through 
their tills. 


Councillor Les Jones, deputy 
leader of Dudley Council, esti¬ 
mated Tesco could rake in 
£lmillion a week for the new 
superstore. 

More than 500 car parking 
spaces will be built in a two-level 
car park under the new Crown 
Centre. 

The transformation of Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crown Centre has been 
heralded as a new chapter for the 
town. 

Dudley Council planning com¬ 
mittee chairman Councillor Tim 
Wright said it would “meet the 
needs of today, for the people of 
toda/’. 

Plans for the development 
include creating a larger town 
square in front of the old York¬ 
shire Bank and eight new retail 
units and offices. 

MODERN 

But concerns were raised about 
the number of parking spaces 
available during building work. 

There were also worries about 
the modern style of the new centre 
alongside historic architecture of 
surrounding buildings. 

In addition, some small traders 
also complained at the meeting 
about possible loss of income 
when the superstore is built. 

But the development control 
committee decided to follow offi¬ 
cers’ advice to approve the plans. 

Tesco chiefs say they hope the 


new superstore and centre will be 
open by Christmas 2012. 

The retailer’s corporate affairs 
manager Tony Fletcher today said 
it was “unlikely” that work would 
start before the end of the year. 

He said Tesco would be holding 
further talks with Dudley Council 
over how to work with conditions 
set out by the authority when it 
granted the application. 

The approval marks the end of 
a long-running saga as several 
stores, including the former Mor¬ 
risons superstore and Spencer’s 
Market, pulled out of the centre in 
recent years. 

It was the third time in three 
years that plans to transform the 
centre had been placed on the 
table. 

Previous applications included 
creating a hotel and market hall 
but they were scaled down. 

Alternative access to the town 
hall and library within the centre 
will be arranged during work on 
the latest scheme. 

A 543-space parking area will 
be provided below Tesco to replace 
the bulldozed car park. 

Tesco’s Nick Baker told the 
meeting the development would 
bring “significant investment to 
Stourbridge at the heart of the 
town centre”. 

Bell Street will be two-way to 
traffic passing in front of the 
Crystal Leisure Centre as New 
Street disappears. 



Quantum 
looks to 
reassure 
residents 

A STOURBRIDGE 
firm has moved to 
reassure nearby resi¬ 
dents over its plan¬ 
ning application. 

Quantum Mouldings, 
of Enville Street, is 
looking to lift a planning 
restriction on its operat¬ 
ing hours. 

Residents in Maypole 
Drive, at the back of the 
Quantum Works, have 
expressed concern. 

But Mark Wooldridge, 
director of the fibreglass 
firm, has stressed that 
the hours refer only to a 
recently built unit repre¬ 
senting just four per cent 
extra floor space. 

“The planning applica¬ 
tion is just to extend 
working hours in this 
tiny unit,” he said. 

“We have no further 
development planned for 
the site.

Originally Sandwell 
Council had proposed con¬ 
structing plots of different 
sizes, to form starter pitches 
and retirement pitches. 

However, the residents 
objected, asking for plots of 
uniform measurements. 

The council has now 
moved boundaries to make 
all individual sites equal, and 
has made changes to the 
lighting. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: “The money to pay for 
the work is coming from a 
Government grant and there 
will be no impact on the 
council taxpayer.”

VILLAGE volunteers 
have been banned from 
cleaning graffiti from 
vandalised canal bridges 
in South Staffordshire 
because of health and 
safety red tape. 

Members of Wombourne’s 
Best Kept Village committee 
have been ordered to take 
specialist training before 
they can scrub off spray 
paint. The bridges near 
Ounsdale Road and 
Giggetty Lane have been 
targeted by vandals, but the 
volunteers still hope to 
better last year’s second 
place finish in the Stafford¬ 
shire competition. 

Chemicals 

British Waterways, which 
owns the structures, has not 
agreed to fund its own clean¬ 
up, and fears that chemicals 
will leak into the water if 
volunteers do it. 

Councillor Jackie Granger 
added: “We’ve come to a 
grinding halt, but we’d like 
to have it done by the time 
judges visit in May. 

“British Waterways can’t 
do it because of the cost, so 
we’re discussing the possi¬ 
bility of them training us to 
do it. It is frustrating.” 

Stephen Hardy of British 
Waterways, said: “We 
welcome the interest that 
Wombourne residents have 
shown. However, removing 
graffiti from canal bridges is 
a task that requires special¬ 
ist attention. 

“It carries a risk of damag¬ 
ing the historic brickwork or 
causing pollution and harm 
to wildlife. Our volunteering 
team are making efforts to 
meet the group.” 


Link to old 
priory with 
naming of 
new roads 


NEW street names for a £37 
million housing development on 
the site of Dudley’s former North 
Priory estate will be inspired by an 
historic landmark,. 

Work on the £lm first phase of the 
314-home project started last year 
after a £5.5m grant from the Homes 
and Community Agency. 

There are 100 homes in the first stage. 
Developer Bromford is building 63 afford¬ 
able homes, 56 of them for rent and seven 
for first-time buyers on lower incomes. 

Another developer, Keepmoat Homes, 
will build 37 properties which will be put up 
for sale. 

Dudley Council revealed that it has come 
up with seven street names for the new 
development which all have associations 
with the Priory of St James’s, which was 
founded in the area in the 12th century. 


Street names include Bradfield Way 
after the Church of Bradfield which was 
bestowed to the priory Webley Grove, after 
John Webley who was the Prior of Dudley 
between 1535 and 1539, and Shrewsbury 
Place, after the Prior in 1539-40, Thomas 
Shrewsbury. 

Hackett Drive is named in honour of the 
Chapel of Cofton Hackett given to the 
priory. 

Occupied 

The ruined Dudley Priory which has 
Grade 1 listed status, lies in what is now 
Priory Park. 

Council chiefs say the new housing devel¬ 
opment is progressing well. The Keepmoat 
sales centre is set to open in the next few 
weeks and two show homes will be ready lin 
the spring 

Six properties will be ready for sale in 
late spring while the first rented properties 
will be available by summer. All properties 
in the first phase will be 
completed by summer 2012. 

More than 270 homes 
which once occupied the site 
were demolished in 2009 to 
make way for the new 
scheme. Developers moved 
on to the North Priory site in 
August last year. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for transportation, 
Councillor Angus Adams 
was being asked to formally 
approve the allocation of the 
new road names this week. 


Battle to save team 

MORE than 150 people have signed a petition against 
Dudley Council’s decision to scrap an 11-strong team 
which pro vides help and support to volunteers. 

Campaigners have collected signatures from residents 
on the Castle and Priory ward who are angry that the com¬ 
munity renewal team will be abolished under council 
budget cuts. The petition calls for Dudley Council to 
“revise its decision in the budget that sees the deletion of 
the community renewal unit”. The decision came to light 
at a meeting of the cabinet, confirmed by the member for 
community services, Councillor Lesley Faulkner.

Bussells Hall tops list 
for cancelling surgery 


DUDLEY’S Russell Hall Hospital heads the West Midlands list for can¬ 
celling operations at the last minute, according to new figures. Staff 
cancelled 319 appointments between October and December 2010, com¬ 
pared with 121 in neighbouring Sandwell and West Birmingham Trust, 
which includes Rowley Regis Hospital. 

Non-clinical causes of cancellations across the Midlands were cited as staff 
shortages, increased emergency activity and a lack of beds. 

During the same three-month period, 91 procedures were called off by Mid-Stafford¬ 
shire Hospital trust, 84 by The Royal Wolverhampton Hospitals, 25 by Walsall Hospitals 
and 152 by Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall Hospital, said: “We make every effort to carry out operations on 
the day they are planned. However, there are some occasions when this is not possible. 

“Reasons include an 
emergency during a surgery 
session, running out of time 
to carry out the operation, or 
a consultant or anesthetist 
being unavailable. 

“We did experience a 
higher number of cancelled 
operations during Decem¬ 
ber, in particular due to 
capacity and demand.” 

The chief operating officer 
of Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, Richard Kirby, said: 

“We work hard to keep can¬ 
cellations to a minimum.

Dudley Council says it is 
installing covers with 
hinged grates that cannot 
be lifted out.

A restriction on the number 
of pushchairs, more cleaning 
between journeys and shorter 
bus routes were highlighted 
as possible improvements. 

The survey was carried out by 
Bus Users UK with 85 people in 
Dudley to give a snapshot of the 
standard of services in the region. 
Results were revealed at a 
meeting of the Dudley Transport 
Users Forum last week. 

Among the key issues was too 
many pushchairs being allowed 
on board buses, leading to a lack 
of space for other passengers. 

Smoking 

Others said drivers were rude 
and did not pull close enough to 
the kerbs or lower the floor for 
passengers to get on and off. 

Buses were also said to be dirty 
with litter even first thing in the 
morning, especially between 
Dudley and Birmingham. 

Others said some passengers 
were flouting the smoking ban. 

National Express West Mid¬ 
lands, the only bus operator to 
attend, said action had already 
been taken on its buses. 

Spokesman Phil Wilkes told the 
meeting that drivers had been 
told to allow only two opened-out 
pushchairs on at any one time. 
Anyone else getting on with a 
buggy would be asked to fold it up. 

“We also review the standards 
of our drivers,” he added. “Most 
are excellent but there are some 
on the periphery and we are 
working with those.” 

Mr Wilkes said they would look 
into increasing how often buses 
were cleaned on some routes.

Heat is on as Helen 
finds the diagnosis

A KIDDERMINSTER 
woman is turning up the 
heat with a new veteri¬ 
nary diagnostic tool. 

Helen Morrell hopes to see 
the Veterinary Thermal 
Imaging service rolled out 
across the country. 

It is claimed to be the UK’s 
first such all-species device and 
can be used on all sorts of crea¬ 
tures, from cats, dogs and horses 
through livestock and on to zoo 
or marine life. 

The VTI provides a visual 
management tool for diagnosing, 
monitoring and treating injury, 
illness and disease. 

Using a specially designed 



camera it detects heat emitted 
from the animal, turning it into 
electrical pulses. 

These pulses are assigned a 
colour, depending on the temper¬ 


ature readings — the various 
colours will flag up problem 
areas. 

Use of the device quickly pin¬ 
points where an animal is in 
pain, limiting distress. 

Veterinary Thermal Imaging 
(VTI) VTI works under a code of 
conduct prescribed by the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons 
and is an extension to diagnostic 
tools such as x-rays, MRI scans 
and Ultrasound. 

Course 

Mrs Morrell, founder of VTI 
and a veterinary physiothera¬ 
pist, was the first person from 
the UK to be accepted onto the 
thermal imaging course at the

University of Florida’s vet school 
last year. 

“VTI is a great opportunity for 
UK animal professionals and 
owners to use a service that is 
non-invasive, emits no radiation, 
can be repeated as often as 
required and can eliminate the 


need for other expensive investi¬ 
gations,” said 35-year-old Mrs 
Morrell. 

‘VTI is an effective, low cost, 
mobile solution that reveals 
where an animal’s problems lie, 
fast and without causing pain or 
distress. 

Traditional 

“We don’t replace traditional 
veterinary services but rather 
enhance them,” added Mrs 
Morrell, who used to live in Kid¬ 
derminster and Bliss Gate but is 
now in Oxfordshire with her 
husband and two-year-old son. 

“Whilst most diagnostic tests 
focus on specific anatomical 
areas, and require a degree of

disruption before anything can 
be picked-up, our method 
addresses the physiology of the 
animal which can change prior to 
any major anatomical disrup¬ 



tion,” said Mrs Morrell, who is 
looking at franchising the 
service. 

“This being the case, you can 
apply the stitch in time philoso¬ 
phy hopefully saving money, 
stress and your animal’s discom¬ 
fort.” 

It’s claimed that a full VTI 
appraisal can be cheaper than an 
x-ray. It also pinpoints issues for 
treatment or further tests, deter¬ 
mines the extent of an injury 
allows an owner to monitor treat¬ 
ment progress and can even pin¬ 
point the reason for behaviour 
problems, many of them being 
seated in pain.

Comedy is not black and 
white for Jim and Matt 


Unlikely partners in laughter tell 

LEON BURAKOWSKI how 

they developed mutual respect 

C ONTROVERSIAL comedian Jim Davidson 
has been accused of being racist, sexist 
and even anti-disabled but he will be 
taking the accusations head on in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton this spring. 

The 58-year-old East End comic has been to Wolver¬ 
hampton many times, he married (and then divorced) 
a Wolverhampton girl, fourth wife Tracy Hilton. 

But this time instead of a comedy gig at the Civic 
Hall, he will be treading the boards at the Grand 
Theatre, starring in a play he wrote himself which looks 
at the serious side of comedy. 

The comic with four ex-wives and several children to 
support, and who was nearly bankrupted by an eye¬ 
watering tax bill, is challenging audiences to examine 
what makes them laugh in Stand Up And Be Counted! 
at the Grand from April 9, for a week. 

Written during Davidson’s self- 
imposed exile in Dubai, he will be per¬ 
forming stand-up comedy and looking 
for lots of laughs. 

However, it will not be as Jim but in 
character as washed-up old comic 
Eddie Pearce,* a character so loath¬ 
some and bigoted that he makes 
Davidson look like Eddie Izzard. 

And he will be facing competition for 
laughs from a hard-hitting young black 
comedian, Earl T Laurence, played by 
Matt Blaize, who is a star of the London 
stand-up comedy circuit. 

Other characters include a gay icon 
and a reality TV bimbo thrown together 
with the two comedians to perform at 
an Aids victims benefit concert. 

Davidson and Blaize may seem as 
different as Chalky and cheese but the 
two have developed a mutual respect, 
though that was not always the case. 

“I remember Jim on TV when I was a 
kid. Whenever he did that exaggerated 
‘Chalky’ character voice I would get hell 
in the playground the next day,” says 



Matt. The two met when playing differ¬ 
ent parts of the same venue, Davidson 
in the big room upstairs and Blaize in 
the small comedy club. 

“Matt came up to me and gave me a 
stiff talking to about old school come¬ 
dians, like young guys do. I said ‘oh 
b****s’ what do you know?”’ says Jim. 

“Then we actually got to know each 
other. I went to see his act and I did find 
him funny. It’s as if he makes it up at that 
moment. Matt’s stuff was genuine, from 
the heart, and I believed every word. 

Insurance 

“The fact that he had 150 people 
downstairs while I had 2,000 upstairs, 
that’s going to change one day. He will 
be ringing me up saying ‘do you want a 
support gig’. . . this is an insurance 
policy!” 

When he needed a sparring partner 
for his play, Blaize was the natural 
choice but he got a baptism of fire, 
preparing for the play and honing his 
act in front of Davidson’s audience as a 


surprise support act. “Matt’s been 
working my lot and, I tell you, some of 
those front rows ... you couldn’t make 
one proper human out of the whole lot 
of them,” says Jim. 

East Ender Blaize has 10 years expe¬ 
rience compared to the older comic’s 
five decades in show business. 

Asked why he put himself in front of 
a potentially hostile audience, he ex¬ 
plains: “It is very easy to preach to the 
converted. What’s controversial about 
saying things to people who want to 
hear it - try saying it to people who 
don’t want to hear it. Yeah, but I haven’t 
yet got Jim to perform in Brixton in front 
of 300 angry Rastafarians” 

Blaize appreciates Davidson’s craft, 
his timing and way he can work a crowd 
and Davidson responds: “Matt is a 
better comic than me when I started 
out. I just did joke after joke after joke. 

“Cartoon black accent, silly Irish 
accent. Now I’ve been doing it for 45 
years and I am a good performer tech¬ 
nically.” The comedian, who first found 


fame on TV talent show New Faces in 
the early 1970s, revealed that it was 
money and girls that fired his ambition. 

“If I saw a good comic then, my first 
thought was ‘I’ve got to be funnier than 
him’, he says. “I have been a star not 
because of my ability to make people 
laugh but because of my ability to make 
other people money. 

“But after New Faces I told my mum 
she would never have to work again, 
and she didn’t... the lazy cow!” 

Shocking 

The play is about the clash of culture, 
generations and race but both men 
agree people should think about what 
makes them laugh. Matt says: “Com¬ 
edy is going full circle with comedians 
prepared to say the most shocking 
things but that’s OK because it is ‘iron¬ 
ic’.” Jim adds: “The difference between 
me and the character I play is that Eddie 
doesn’t know what is offensive. I do. 
What we say on stage has conse¬ 
quences.”

ecessor, and the A6 does so 
regardless of the powerplant. 

Grabbing the headlines is the 
2.0-litre TDI model, likely to be 
the UK’s best seller. 

Traction 

Although it does without the 
quattro four-wheel drive system 
that delivers superior traction 
and handling, the more modest 
175bhp and 280lb.ft of torque of 
the 2.0-litre TDI manages fine 
without. Not that it is a slow¬ 
coach by any means: 0-62mph 
takes a scant 8.7 seconds and 
the top speed of 141mph in 
more than sufficient. 

But this front-wheel drive 
version is significantly lighter as

a result, helped by the use of alu¬ 
minium in the bodyshell. Audi 
claims the A6 is 15 per cent 
lighter than an equivalent all- 
steel version. 

Combined with the efficiency 
measures including stop/start, 
the A6 is capable of remarkably 
economy and emissions figures 
despite the brisk performance: a 
C02 rating of just 129g/km is 
comparable with much smaller 
cars and attracts modest annual 
Vehicle Excise Duty, while the 
combined economy figure of 
57.6mpg is pleasing. 

This balance of performance 
and economy is obvious out on 
the road. The instant torque 
means there’s no need to stir the 
gearlever frequently to make 
respectable progress, and even 



when pushed the four-cylinder 
diesel is quiet and smooth. 

Although many will choose an 
automatic the manual is suffi¬ 
ciently slick. 

The good news on the inside is 
that A6 inherits much of the fine 
cabin design and materials from 
the bigger A7 Sportback and A8. 

An Audi cabin is rarely any¬ 
thing other than a pleasant place 
to be, but the A6 is packed with 
kit even on the humblest model. 


There is the usual wealth of 
options too, including Audi Pre- 
Safe collision protection, wire¬ 
less connectivity and an infra-red 
camera, while colours and trims 
can be specified in numerous 
configurations. 

All of which gives the impres¬ 
sion that the A6 represents a 
considered and thorough evolu¬ 
tion of the old car rather than a 
major departure, and rightly so.

WHEN it comes to size, on 
the outside the new Toyota 
Verso-S is the smallest of the 
market’s mini-MPVs. 

But clever design and packaging 
mean that the space on offer inside 
is close to what you will find in a 
compact family hatchback. 

Toyota has a great track record 
for maximising the room inside its 
small cars, as witnessed in models 
such as iQ, Aygo and Yaris. With 
the Verso-S every detail has been 
addressed to make life on board 
more comfortable for occupants 
and to build in equally generous 
and flexible loadspace. 

Overall, the Verso-S is less than 
four metres long, but its 2,550mm 
wheelbase means the cabin is fun¬ 
damentally well-proportioned, 
reflected in 120mm of headroom 
for driver and front passenger and 
generous space all-round for rear 


seat passengers. The front seats 
have thinner internal frames 
(without compromising their 
whiplash injury-lessening safety 
performance), which means more 
knee-room for those in the back. 

Even the rear door trims are 
thinner towards their bottom edge, 
to give more ‘foot-room’ when 
getting in and out of the car. 

Simple 

The rear seats are divided 60:40 
and have a simple one-touch flat¬ 
fold mechanism. 

Verso-S makes life even easier 
by providing additional control 
levers to fold the seats down on 
each side of the boot space - a 
feature not found on any of its mini- 
MPV rivals. 

With the rear seats in place, the 
loadspace can swallow 336 litres of 
cargo. 

The Verso-S comes with a light¬ 


weight deckboard than can be 
moved between two positions to 
suit loading requirements. Moving 
it to its lower level - a one-handed 
task - increases the load depth by 
120mm and overall capacity by 
another 57 litres. 

Furthermore, on T Spirit models, 
which come with a tyre repair kit, 
the well usually occupied by the 
spare wheel is freed up, taking the 
loadspace up to 429 litres. 

With the rear seats folded flat, 
the measurement for load-carrying 
extends to a maximum 1,388 litres. 

Around the cabin there are 19 
separate storage points, including 
door pockets, bottle and cuphold- 
ers, a tray beneath the front pas¬ 
senger seat and a three-level 
dashboard compartment.
